The “masher” has reached the end of his 
rope on the downtown thoroughfares, and 
by orders of Chief of Police Kiely he will 
be driven from his favorite haunts. 

A especial squad of policemen in citizens’ 
clothes has been appointed by Chief Kiely, 
to work under direction of Capt. Peter Rey- 
nolds and to. suppress ‘“‘mashing’’ at all 
costs. Chief Kiely describes the methods of 
‘mashers” for the Post-Dispatch as fol- 


lows: 
BY CHIEF KIELY. 

“Mushing’ has reached such proportions 
in St. Louis that this department has been 
forced to adopt drastic - measures to se- 
cure its suppression. 

I have detsiled five men to work under 
Capt. Reynolds, with rigid instructions to 
mash the masher. 

There are just three spots in this city 
where the mashing evil has become noto- 
rious... And I want to state this: Mashing 
ig no more prevalent in this city than it 
is in any other large city. 

The hours of the day in which this dis- 
gusting practice occurs are from noon until 
about 2 o’clock and from about 4:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon until the big stores close 
at 6, 

The spots selected by the mashers are 
. Broadway and Olive, Broadway and Wash- 
ington avenue and Locust and Sixth street. 
It is at these points that the squad wil: 
direct their attention mainly at first,

APIRED TODAY 


Passed Away After an IIl- 
ness of Ten Days. 


HEART DISEASE CAUSED DEATH. 


HAD BEEN CRITICALLY ILL AND 
END WAS NOT UNEXPECTED. 


Former Judge George A. Maiclill, president 
of the Union Trust Co., died of heart fail- 
ure at 3 o’clock Wednesday morning at his 
home, 4140 Lindell boulevard. 

‘He had beer! ste’ TO days and his con- 
dition was considered critical trom the be- 
ginning. of* his iilness. 

He was consciows to the last and the end 
Game without q premonitory pain. 

He is survived by his widow, a son by 
his first marriage anda daughter by his 
second. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been made. 

Mr. Madill achieved notable success in St. 
Lou's as a lawyer, jurist and financier. 
He was born in Bradford County, 
in 1838. His academic education was re- 
ceived in Union College at Schenectady, N. 
Y., and he studied law in the Albany Law 
School, from which he was graduated. He 


began the practice of his profession in 1560 


at Oswego, N. Y., where he remained until 


18656, when he came to St. Louis. 
He soon became prominent at the local 


bar. In 1870 he was elected circuit judge, 
all the parties in the field having agreed 
upon him as their candidate.. He served 
four years on the bench, winning distinc- 
Spee ae 
Honored by the 

Par Association. 


Upon his retirement from the office he 
was presented with the following address, 
lithographed in handsome design, by the 
members of the bar: 

“Knowing that you are about to retire 
from the position of circuit .judge, which 
you have sc long occupied, we are unwill- 
ing you should leave the bench without 
an unequaled expression of our approval of 
your cfficial career, which we now declare 
has been marked throughout by a dignified 
modesty, unquestioned impartiality, exten- 
sive learning and. great: ability; we fur- 
ther bear cheerful witness that you have 
discharged the important, .responsible and 
laborious duties of your high office; in, a 
manner beneficial.to.the jurisprudenc® of 
the state, with justice:to all suitors, honor 
to your own head and heart and with 
courtesy and kindness to your professional 
brethren. 

Subsequently Mr. Madill consented, at 
the solicitation of friends, to become a 
andidate for the Democratic nomination 
s justice of the Missouri Supreme Court.

School Board Will Sue to 
Remedy Thig, 


CITY IS TO AID IN THE FIGHT 


EQUALIZING BOARD WILL BE 
ASKED TO INCREASE TAXES. 


Assessment on Full Value of Public 
Service Corporations to Be De... 
manded in Mandamus Pro- 
ceedings Before Su- 
preme Court Soon. 


Judge R. E. Rombauer, on behalf of the 
St. Louls Board of Education and in coa- 
junction with City Counselor Schnurmacher, 
will file suit in a few days against the 
Missouri Board of Equalization to compel 
that body to assess the property of pub- 
lic service corporations at their full valua- 
tion, as the law directs. 

The mandamus proceedings will be be 
fore the State Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City. Judge Rombauer expects to have 
the papers ready by next Saturday. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of the State vs. the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. clearly establishes the 
validity of a franchise tax and, according 
to the ruling therein made, franchises were 
taxable in, Missouri prior to the act of 
March 9, 1901. 

The Missouri Equalization Board, com- 
posed of A. M. Dockery, governor; Sam B. 
Cook, secretary of state; E. C. Crow, attor- 
ney general; R. P. Williams, treasurer, and 
Albert O. Allen, auditor, decided that the 
big corporations of the state should pay 
on only one-third of their holdings, includ- 
ing the value of the franchise under which 
they do business. 

At the same time the board believes that 
while the 8t. Louis Transit Co. is worth 
$50,000,000 and -is taxed on only  $16,- 
000,000, the householders of St.-Louts shoula 
pay on 70 per cent of their property. 
Escape Taxes on 

$248,000,000. 

The total value of the public service cor- 
porations in Missouri is $360,000,000. Of 
this amount the corporations escape taxes 
on. $248,000,000. 

If franchises were equitably assessed the 
state would derive an additional revenue of 
more than a quarter of a million dollars 
annually. 

Judge rR oe writing to Mayor Wells 
on the subject, says: 

“The eritire value of the United Railways 
Co. of St. Louls was found by the state 
board to be equal to $50,000,000. The board 
deducted from this amount the value of 
the tangible property, namély, $8,000,000, 
and then, instead of assessing the residue 
of $42,000,000 upon the valuation .of the 
franchise, as the statute provides, assessed 
only an additional] amount of $8,000,000. 

“Section 9354 of the revised statutes pro- 
vides that this species of property shall be 
subject to taxation for state, county, mu- 
nicipal-and other purposes to the same ex- 
tent as real and personal property of pri- 
vate persons. I cannot conceive on what 
theory, @ven if the statute were out of 
the way, the property of corporations en- 


joying valuable public privileges should be 


taxed on a valuation less than one-third of 
its actual cash value, when the property 
of private persons is admittedly taxed at 
a valuation of more than two-thirds.”

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Michael Walsh, 40 years old and the fath- 
er of a large farnily, with whom he re- 
sided at 2927 Cass avenue, was killed as 
the result of a collision with a Spring ave- 
nue car at Spring and St. Louis avenues at 
9 o’clock Wednesday morning. 

This is the fourth victim of the St. Louis 
street car juggernaut within five days. 

Walsh was an employe of the transit 
company and drove one.uf the wagons used 
for hauling rails. He was going south on 
Spring avenue, when.a westbound car ar- 
proached.’ Walsh was about 150 feet distant 
when he saw ¢he car. and started to pull 
out of the track on which it was coming 
at a rapid rate toward him. 

But he had a heavy load:and had barely 
got the horse across the track when the 
front end of the car struck the right hind 
wheel of the wagon with terrific force. 
The wheel was. broken off and the force 
of the collision threw Walsh to the ground. 

The tmpact forced the car. backards. .AS 
Walsh. fell the heavy: iron raiis rolled from 
the side of the wagon onto his body. One 
of them struck him in the chest, crush- 
ing out’ his life. 

Witnesses. say the.car.was going at a 
epeed of 12 or 15 miles’ an hour and that 
if it had been going at moderate rate Walsh 
would -have had ample time to get out 
of the way.

University extension is progressing. It has received a marked 


impetus at the hands of W. 8. Merrill, a Harvard sophomore. 
He has done more for the work of extension than any other in- 


— 


dividual. 


Mr. Merrill is wealthy and can afford it. When he entered the 
great Cambridge University this fall and sized‘up the situation, 
he saw that the chair of gastronomics had been sadly neglected. 
It required a man of great girth and sound constitution to fill 
it—a man who could get right at the meat of the science, as it 
were. He must be a practical demonstrator. 

Mr. Merrill thought that he could fill the place. He had not 
only the capacity, but the money to supply the food tests. To 
prove his fitness for the place he performed a number of gastro- 
nomic feats which set the other college men to talking. Then, 
to crown them ali and prove his fitness for the gastronomics 
professorship, he ate, on a wager of three dollars, a meal consist- 
ing of three whole beefsteaks, two mutton chops, two dishes of 
peas, the nécessary amount of bread, two pints of apollinaris 
water and two cups of coffee.

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APPALLING TESTIMONY. 


The facts brought out at the investigation by the Council and 
Board of Health of the antitoxin horror go far to clear up the 
case. Y. 

Dr. Armand Ravold, city bacteriologist, practically pleads ig- 
norance of the conditions under which the serum was made and 
handled. 

Dr. Ravold’s assistant, Martin Schmidt, testified that Dr, Ravold 
ordered him to prepare for distribution the serum drawn from the 
horse, ‘“‘Jim,"’ two days before the animal was shot. He declared 
that he knew that the serum was poisonous and unfit for use on 
human beings, but obeyed his superior’s orders without protest. 

Schmidt testified that no tests were made of the serum obtained 
from the last drawing. | 

The testimony indicated that much of the preparation and 
most of the handling and care of the antitoxin were entrusted 
to the janitor and stableman.

CORBETT'S FINAL 
BOXING LESSON 


He Instructs Pupils How to 
Protect Themselves in 
Street Fights. 


When I was posing for the photographs 
that illustrate these lessons I said to the 
photographer: 

“If you want the best picture of how 1 
would behave in a atrect fight take a photo- 

raph of me running away as fast as I 
can.”’ 

And that’s the advice I give you boys, 


% too. The best tip for a fellow who wants 


to know how to handle himself in a street 


fight is: ‘‘Keep out of it!’’ 

ut when you can’t avoid it and when 
you’ve simply got to put up your hands, 
why, I want you to fight and keep on 
sae t-? bo 3 as long as you can stand. 

And here’s where your boxing will help 
you. It will not only teach you blows 
which your oppoent probably doesn’t know, 
but it will show you mee another man 
wouldn’t notice, and will keep you cool 
and unscared, and the training you have 
gone throu will make you hard enough 
to stand the other man’s attack, clever 
enough to avoid most of his leads and 
strong enough to outlast him. 

I repeat: The best rule for a street fight 
is—run! 

Th? next best rule is: Hit the first blow. 

The third: Keep a sharp lookout for foul 
work from your opponent. 

Fourth: Never lose your head. 

Fifth: Land as hard and as often as you 
can, remembering that if a bluff is ever 


good it is good in a street fight. Your oppon- 


ent, finding you eager to fight, able to hit 
hard and to land often, will usually be 
giad enough to get out or tne fight. 
Sixth: emember that nineteen out of 
twenty scrappers who are not skilled boxers 
will lead at you for the first time with the 
right hand, instead of the left, so be ready 
to block a_ right-hand lead and to counter. 
There are about a thousand more good 
things to remember in such a fight, but 
the, foregoing six will help you a good 
ea 


And now for some informal tricks to off- 
set the fouling your chance opponent is 
more or less sure to indulge in: 

Strike First Blow. 

In the first place, try to stand as much 
as possible with the abdomen to one side, 
left leg in front, so that a kick or blow 
for the abdomen may land somewhere on 
the leg instead of doubling you up. This 
is a favorite position of ‘“Kid’’ McCoy's 
in avoiding injury to the abdomen in a 
street fight. 

Strike the first blow and strike it for 
the jaw, if possible. Strike before your 
opponent knows you are going to. Such a 
blow may end the fight then and there. 
or may leave him scared, jarred and

The average tough drinks more or less, 
and this is not good for his stomach. You 
are therefore apt to find that if you ham- 
mer him hard there it will do much toward 
putting him out of business. 

Now, ae e street fighter will sel- 
dom stand off and box. He is more apt to 
rush in and grapple you. If he does there 
are half a hundred things you can do. if 
he leaves his face at all exposed, and you 
have a free arm, whip your fist over to 
his jaw in a half hook or jolt. If he buries 
his face against Pp on side, trying to pro- 
tect his head, and leaves your hands free, 
catch the point of his jaw with one hand, 
the back of his head with the other, gnd 
give his head a sudden wrench. If you get 
the right leverage he’ll break his hold. 

Another trick that will take the fight 
out of a man in short order is to bring 
four heel down hard upon the t of his 
nstep at close quarters. This and a blow 
on the jaw will end the fight. 


An English Trick. 


A trick practiced in Cornwall, England, is 
to swing with one hand for the head and 
at the same time to “swing’’ the opposite 
foot. For instance, swing your right for 
his jaw, swing your left foot at the same 
time, so as to make it hit his right Icg 
between the ankle and knee. If this is done 
quickly and accurately (awkward as it 
looks) it will upset almost any man who 
isn’t looking for it. 

Should he lead for you work the “‘slip.’’ 
Step past to the left, catch him about the 
body with your left arm and (using your 
left hip as a lever behind his own left nip) 
throw him backward. 

Again, if he clinches, try to stop him by 
catching both his arms just above the el- 
bow with both your hands, holdin him 
thus and letting him struggle till he is 
tired. But, when you do this look out that 
he doesn’t kick. Should he try to kick, loose 
rour hold on his arm, catch his upraised 
knee from underneath and throw him back- 
ward. 

If you are well trained and in good con- 
dition try. in a clinch, to wear him down, 
taking the chance that you are in better 
ehape than he and can last longer.

it, spear fashion, hard against his Adam’s 
apple.

Then Falls and Rises—Manhattan and 
Lackawanna Show Losses of 
a Point. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—There was great 
irregularity in opening price changes on 
the stock exchange today. Changes were 
confined to fractions with the exception of 
losses of a point in Manhattan and Lacka- 
wanna. Amalgamated Copper opened un-

The whole market weakened on the engagement 
of $500,000 gold for export and a decline in Amai- 
gamated Copper from 70% to 69%.

FOR A UNIVERSITY. 


DEPARTMENTS TO BE SCHOOLS 
<a Students Are to Be Aided in 
Pursuing Studies Under Gov- 
ernment Titelage.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—President 
Roosevelt has received Andrew Carnegie's 
letter in which he offers to bestow $10,- 
000,000 for the endowment of a national 
university which shall give instruction only 
in post-graduate courses. 

The President will confer with members 
of Congress befcre. giving out the full de- 
tails of Mr. Carnegie’s plans or sending 
them to Congress for consideration. It 
siso thought that the President and Mr. 
Carnegie will have a consultation on the 
subject. 

Mr. Carnegie took luncheon with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt about ten days ago, an 
the subject of a national university was 
then discussed. As a result of this conver- 
sation a definite plan was prepared and 
ubmitted in writing. It is understood that 

r. Carnegie specially indicates the man- 
ner in which the funds shall be managed 
and expended. 

Mr. Carnegic’s proposition as understood 
by Senators and KHepresentatives meets 
with gcneral approval. If it is only 4 

estion of governmental trusteeship an 
nvolves no expense it is belleved the dona- 
tion will be promptly: accepted.

‘ans, today explained that it is not in- 

nded to establish a great university ac- 
cording to the usual definition. 

The plan is to carry out on a more ex- 
tensive scale than was ever before con- 
emplated the act of Congress on March 3 

st, which gave permission to students and 
other poetry accredited persons to pur- 
gue original investigations in the libraries, 
museums, labore™ries and other institu- 
tions of the government in Washington. 

Mr. Carnegie believes the idea which 
caused this act to be passed may car- 
ried much further. According to his plan

come in one sense a ‘university building. 

Mr. Carnegie’s great donation is intended 
to aid students of merit to pursue their 
studies here.
